Israeli citizen 
faces extradition 
te india from U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP). — An extradi- 
tion hearing began here Wednesday 
for a former judge advocate of the 
Indian Navy who allegedly embez- 
zled $500,000 before emigrating to 
Israel in 1967. 

Elijah Ephraim Jhirad has been 
free on 320.000 bail since he was 
arrested In New York tast August.

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Banks agree 
to lend more 
to Gov't

The banks have agreed to in- 
crease their loan to the Government 
by IL140m. (from IL260m. to 
1L400m.! in the coming fiscal year. 
Addressing a meeting with the ban- 
kers in Tel Aviv yesterday, Finance 
Minister Pinhas Sapir explained 
that this 1s a contribution to the 
battle agalnst inflation, since it 
would take money out of circulation. 

Also decided in principle is that 
the Government will apply the 
Added Value Tax to banks and in- 
surance companies in 1973/74, al- 
though the adoption of the AVT in 
the economy at large is planned 
only for April 1974. 

Bankers pointed out that financial 
institutions are exempt in many 
countries which have applied the 
AVT. Mr. Sapir answered that the 
Asher Committee on tax reform 
Specifically recommended the inclu- 
sion of such institution. If the gen- 
erat AVT is 10 per cent, the tax 
on financial agencies should be 3.5 
per cent, the Committee calculated 
since «unlike factories} banks 
and insurance companies cannot de- 
duct the amount of tax paid during 
previous phases in the production 
process. 

Also discussed were ideas fo 
make savings more attractive. One 
proposal to be examined by the 
Treasury involves raising the ceil- 
ing for tax exemption on savings 
accounts from 1L15,000 to 125,000. 

A final meeting to wind up con- 
sultations with the bankers will be 
held - on Sunday, the Treasury 
spokesman said.

The L.D.F. Medical Corps yester- 
day unvelled a vari of new 
equipment, most of it meant for the 
front lines, almed at cutting down 
the time it takes to get medical 
aid to injured men. 


On display was a hospital tent, 
complete with emer ward, 
scrub room, laboratory and operating 
theatre. The hospital also contains 
its own X-ray equipment (which can 
be dropped by parachute} and blood 
pank, both of which can operate 
withcut a steady electrical current. 
The equipment vastly improves the 
medical treatment now available to 
soldiers in the field, and the operat- 
ing theatre — which can be erected 
in 90 minutes — is equipped to 
Handle all the various types of com- 
peated operations which may have 
to be done before the soldier can 
safely be removed to a hospital be- 
hind the front Hnes. 


The operating theatre is fully 
Sterilized, and the medical staff have 
been provided with throw-away 
paper gowns. One-the-spot sterilizers 
ensure that all equipment can be 
prepared for surgery within seven 
Tainutes, 


DISPOSABLE LINEN 


Other sections of field hospitals 
have also been improved by use of 
disposable linen and improved field 
beds. Post-operative wards and re- 
celving stations are housed in spe- 
cially designed tents capable of hold- 
ing some 20 patients at one time, 
and ensuring that wounded soldiers 
can receive all the necessary treat- 
ment at a standard similar to that 
given at base hospitals. 


Advances have also been made in 
adapting civilian vehicles for eva- 
cuating wounded. An Egged or Dan 
bus can be converted into an am~ 
bulance for 15 wounded (plus eight 
more who can sit) within two or 
three hours by. removing the seats 
and fitting ready-made brackets to 
hold stretchers. Transit vans and 
tenders have been simMarly fitted. 


A senior medical officer said yes- 
terday that steps have been taken 
in the field of preventive medicine

Mart will ask U.S. to hae, te 


tighten credit at home 


BRUSSELS. — The European Com- 
mon Market nations agreed yester- 
day to ask the U.S. to help solve 
the world money crisis by tightening 
credit at home, and bringing back 
surplus dollars abroad. 

Market spokesmen sald these pro- 
posals were drawn up by finance 
ministers or thelr deputies from the 
nine market uations in a one-day 
meeting here. They will be pre- 
sented today to U.S. Treasury Sec- 
retary George P. Shultz at crisis 
talks at the International Mone- 
tary Fund in Paris. 

“No ome expects the U.S. to ac- 
cept the entire list,” 2 spokesman 
said, “but 185 a good basis for 
discussion.” 

The spokesman said that the Bu- 
Tropeans would lay these requests 
before Shultz and his team: 

o Some of the $80,000m. overseas 
which are being used by spe- 
culators should be returned to the 
U.S. One means would be European 
use of these “Hurodollars" to buy 
U.S. Treasury bonds at guaranteed 
rates of exchange. 
@ The U.S. should take measures 
to promote European invest- 
ments in the U.S. and to send home 
U.S. profits from Europe. 

Market officials said the Europeans 
may be pressed into a joint float 
of their currencies — which woukl 
in effect devalue the dollar still 
further — wmless the Americans 
agree to at least some of the 
measures, 

But the threat carried little weight 
because any float would only benefit 
the U.S. competitively and because 
there is growing opposition to the 
idea inside the market itself. 

A spokesman said that “almost 
every idea you could think of" went 
into the Common Market Ust for 
the Paris meeting today.

British or Irish ? 
Ulster starts poll 


BELFAST (APi. — In an atmos- 
Fherz thick with violence and death, 
the people of Northern Ireland went 
out in fine weather vesterday to 
vote on whether they want to be 
British or Irish. 

As the heavily-guarded voting 
stations opened, police headquarters 
announced that the body of a man 
had been discovered in the Roman 
Catholic Old Park area of Belfast. 
He was Northern Ireland's 744th 
known victims of street warfare 
. that has lasted almost four years 
— and the 63rd person killed in 
two months, 

Army headquarters said this man 
had “terrible head wounds,” 

The murder scene was just a few 
yards from one of the province's 
338 polling staticns, 

Earlier, roaming guerrillas shot 
and wounded four persons, including 
a teenaged boy and girl. 

The situation in which the plebis- 
clte was taking place was heavily 
underscored at dawn yesterday when 
a fleet of British military armoured 


cars left Belfast city hall with ballot 
boxes for the voting booths. City 
hall was thick with troops, and 
each voting point was guarded by 
soldiers and militiamen. 

Voting started at 8 aim and con- 
tinued unt 10 p.m. The result is 
expected this evening. 

The province's 1,030,000 voters 
were being asked to answer yes to 
one of these two questions: 

“Do you want Northern Ireland 
to remain part of the United King- 
dom?" or “Do you want Northern 
Ireland to be folned with the Repub- 
lic cf Ireland outside the United 
Kingdom?" 

Nearly 13,000 regular and reserve 
troops and police were on duty 
across the province during’ the vot- 


ing. 
In Belfast, a bomb planted by 
armed men in a warehouse ex- 
Ploded only 20 metres from the 
headquarters of the Protestant-based 
Unionist Party which wants the 
province to stay British. Another 
bomb wrecked a supermarket. The 
explosions caused no casualties.

WOUNDED KNEE, South Dakota 
(AP). — Women and children have 
begun evacuating Wounded Knee 
while militant Indians say they are 
“prepared to die” at the historic 
hamlet they occupied nine days ago 
in they demand for better treat- 
ment by the authorities. 

Federal officials picture the situ- 
ation as “extremely grave." The 
Justice Department has stated that 
ali non-residents of Wounded Knee 
must depart unarmed without the 
threat of arrest.. Federal authorities 
also declared that negotiations could 
not continue with the Indians who 
took over the village on February 

Leadérs of the American Indian 
Movement said the Federal position 
was a threat that the estimated 300 
marshals and FBI agents maintain- 
ing a perimetér around the village 
would mouht an attack. The mill- 
tants said they were “prepared to 
die” in Wounded Knee, site of the 
last major battle of the Indian wars.

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Chaos in London — 
second rail strike 


LONDON (UPI). — A national rail 
Madras Produced chaos on the roads 
yesterday. 

. Trafic jams up to ten kms. long 
crammed highways leading into Lon- 
don. Many frustrated commuters 
abandoned buses in the jams and 
walked to work. 

The strike, the second in a week, 
was part of a series of union pro- 
tests against the four-month-old 
government wage freeze. Strikes by 
teachera, gasmen and hospital work- 
ers added to the disruption. 

Police said parking would be free 
and opened emergency car parks. 
Even so many commuters simply 
stayed home rather than face three 
to four-hour journeys to work and 
the uncertainty of being able to get 


home again. 

Many com, in London put 
their key employees up in hotels. on 
Wednesday night to sure they 


would ‘be at work yesterday. On the 
London stock exchange they were 
christened the “bed and breakfast 
boys.” Stock dealers said 
was cut about 80 per cent by 
dealers who didn’t arrive. 

Transport Ministry John Peyton 
told the rail unions yesterday they 
were only harming the railway in- 
dustry which employed them. 

“Those who have been ready to 
wield a big stick have won quite 
enough struggles,” he told a radio 
audience, "I don't think they should 
win this one.” 

The railmen plan one-day shut- 
downs every Sunday from now on, 
along with work slowdowns, until 
their demand for a £9.25 weekly 
pay hike is met. But the government 
has clamped a freeze on wage 
claims that only permits increases 


of one pound, plus four per cent 
of weekly base pay until the fall 
δὲ the earliest. 

In other wage disputes, more 
than 750 of Britain's 2,250 hospi- 
tals were affected yesterday by a 
week of walkouts by more than 
200,000 non-medical auxiHaries such 
ΒΒ cooks, cleaners, laundry women 
and porters. 

Many had to draw on government 
stock of disposable bedsheets and 
linen because they had used up their 
own, The strikes by laundry staff 
had meant filthy and sometimes in- 
fected Mnen remained unwashed. 

The strike was Unked to its firat 
death on Wednesday when an uni- 
dentified man, sent home because 
of the labour strife, died in Shef- 
field. He had been scheduled to 
undergo surgery that could have 


saved his tife, doctors claimed: 


The state-run gas corporation’ ¢ 
warned of explosion dangera after 
47,000 striking gasmen threatened 
to cut off supplies to about 500,000 
homes. Gas corporation officials de- 
scribed the union threat as “black- 
mail.” 

Since the strike began on Feb- 
ruary 14 some four milHon homes 
have had gas pressure reduced. 
More than 3,000 factories, schools 
and businesses have had supplies 
eut off and thousands of workers 
have been idled.

Gunman invades U.S. airport; 
wife later found murdered 


SPOKANE, Washington (AP). — A 
gunman wielding a .22-calibre rifle 
shot one person at Spokane Inter- 
national Airport and clubbed another 
over the head before belug shot 
himself, Federal officials said yester- 
day. Hours later, authorities found 
the gunman’s wife dead of gunshot 
wounds in nearby Cheney. 

Police identified the assailant as 
Larry Bonner, a student at Eastern 

Washington State College in Cheney. 
He stepped from a late-model sports 
car in front of the terminal, walked 
in and shot Air Force Sgt. Buddy 
τω Miller, 38, at least twice. Police 
said the man then strode toward a 
Northwest Orient Alrlines ticket 
counter and clubbed the second man, 
identified as Bill Keating, while 
shouting: “Get me an airplane! Get 
me an airplane!" 


A security officer on a nearby 
balcony and another at a car rental 
counter each fired a shot. Author- 
ities said Bonner was struck once 
in the face. He was reported in 
Satisfactory condition at a nearby 


hospital. 
SHOT TWICE 

Miller was shot at least twice 
and hospitalized with gunshot 
wounds in the right arm and chest. 
Officials at the Fairchild Air Force 
Base hospital Usted his condition as 
satisfactory. 

Later, the body of Bonner’s wife 
was discovered by her sister in a 
small, one-story house in Cheney. 

Airport officials said they were 
sure that Bonner was planning to 
hijack a plane. They sald there had 
been “an attempt to take a host- 
age.”

Three Rhodesian

SALISBURY (Reuter). -— Three 
Africans were sentenced to death 
here yesterday for the‘ murder of

Tnuva to export what 
remains of its honey

TEL AVIV. — Tnuva, the coun- 
trys largest agricultural mar- 
keting company, has decided to 
export the 200 tons of honey re- 
maining jn ita stock. This step 
was taken after the Committee 
on Prices rejected a proposal on 
Wednesday to raise the price of 
honey on the local retail mar- 
ket. Instead, the Committee de- 
cided to transfer the issue to 
the Ministers of Agriculture and 
Commerce. 

Touva officials regard this as 
an act of “fee! ” on the 
part of the ‘Committee. 

The wholesale price for honey 
sold on the local market is IL1.50 
per kilo, while the wholesale ex- 
port price is Iid. 

Honey Production and - Mar- 
keting Board official Naphtali 
Ofir told The Jerusalem Post 


that the beekeepers have been 
forced to sell thelr honey for 
half what It costs them to make 
it. The wholesale price of honey 
has been frezen for the last 
three years. 

The beekeepers stopped selling 
honey to the marxet in January. 
They are now storing It (honey 
wilt keap for months! and are 
also exporting part of the stock. 

It has been reHably learned 
that the Ministry of Agriculture 
supports the demand of the bee- 
keepers for a more “realistic’ 
price — 1L3.80 per kilo — for 
the Iocal market. 

The Tsarchaniyot chain of co- 
operative supermarkets bought 
last year’s honey from ied bret 

in 450-gramme jars 
Hero and sold it for 12.50. 
They are now selling the same 
honey for IL3.50. 


More unsold flats 
on private market 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The number of unsold new fiata 
on the private market continues to 
rise. 

Data just released by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics show there 
were 8.900 such apartments waiting 
for customers at the beginning of 
January, compared with 7,000 at the 
same time a year ago, and 8,600 
at the beginning of last October. 


An analysis of sales figures in- 
dicates that only 36.3 per cent of 
all new flats offered for sale in the 
last quarter of 1972 were sold, 
compared with 48.9 per cent in the 
first quarter of the same year.

Wun each passing day the 

temper and tone of Hista- 
drut Secretary-General Yitzhak 
Ben-Aharon's strictures against 
the economic policy associated 
with Mr. Sapir become sharper. 


That this clash, which is more 
strident shan any contest δε 
tween the Opposition parties an 
the Government, should 
embrace two men of the same 
party has ceased to be a sur- 
prise. For the Labour Party is 
today seized by a whole set of 
inner conflicts, both of person- 
alities and principles, which in 
their importance for the future 
— apart from their drama — 
transcend the differences be- 
tween it and any of the other 
parties. 


Mr. Ben-Aharon’s serious op- 
position to the Government's 
economic policy has grown in 
intensity over the last few 
months. When he first took 
the heim at the Histadrut, he 
appeared to be principally intent 
on reshaping its image as the 
patron of worker interests, an 
image which had become tarn- 
ished by a widespread sense that 
the Labour Federation had be- 
come an adjunct of the Govern- 
ment. 


Inevitably, as wage demands 
frew and strikes erupted, per- 
haps in part as a direct conse- 
quence of Mr. Ben-Aharon's 
radical style, he found himself 
in collision with the Treasury's 
aim to contain the inflationary 
spiral. That collision, however, 
could still be ascribed. to the 
clash of institutional interests — 
in other words, to the thorny 
problem of Histadrut-Govern- 
ment relations. 


But when Mr. Ben-Aharon last 
veer called for a whole re-order- 
ing of the economy, namely into 
a “war economy,” it was clear 
that his opposition was far more 
fundamental.

Terror in New York 


Davar (Histadrut) refers to the 
discovery of hombs outside an ἘΠ Al 
terminal and branches of Israeli 
banks in New York on Wednesday:

been emphasized still further by 
his speeches this week. 
The fact is that many of the 
Histadrut Secretary's criticisms 
strike a responsive chord in 
many quarters both in and out- 
side the Labour Party. 
There is, despite the rapid rise 
in the general standard of living, 
a widening unease about the so- 
cial costs and social tensions, 
which appear linked to the man- 
ner in which the economy is man- 
aged. 
The difficulty, however, is that 
while Mr. Ben-Aharon's critique 
is acceptable to many, the doctri- 
naire socialist premises from ! 


which it stems do not enjoy such 
acceptance. 

Mr. Ben-Aharon may contend 
that he represents the genuine 
historic tradition of the Labour 
Party. But that Party has long 
since abandoned the kind of _or- 
thodexy to which the Histadrut 


chief lays claim. 


Like Jabour parties in Western 
Europe, its fortunes and the 
politica! hegemony which it en- 
joys have flourished precisely to 
the degree that its dominant 
stream opted for less rather 
than more doctrinaire policies. 

It is precisely for this reason 
that Mr. Ben-Aharon has been 
accused of fanning the flames of 
class war. And it is also for this 
reason that, despite widely shar- 
ed reservations about what has 
come to be called “Sapir’s sys- 
tem,” Mr. Ben-Aharon's rhetor- 
ical portraits of an alternative 
— which would mean even more 
economic centralization and an 
even more pervasive bureaucracy 
— have failed to elicit wide sup- 
port. 


For that reason, Mr. Sapir 
ean afford not to pick up the 
gauntlet Mr. Ben-Aharon has 
thrown. It could also mean, as 
Mr. Ben-Aharon himself realizes, 
that he may talk himself into 
isolation within the Party. 


in the city, adds: “After the success 
of intelligence agencies in the tlmely 
discovery of the bombs, it ts to be 
anticipated that all parties to this 
attempt will be caught and pun- 
ished."
